OOM! We need the grocer, the butcher and the 

baker. While it is true these middlemen have been 
no inconsiderable factor in the high cost of living, they 
have given the public a kind of service that could be got- 
ten in no other way. There are abuses that should be 
overcome, but this does not require the elimination of 
middlemen as a class. The Department of Agriculture, 
which has come to the middleman’s defense, points out 
in one of its bulletins that economic laws would not per- 
mit the long-continued existence of a marketing agency 
which was solely a parasite. People forget the elaborate 
and efficient service the middleman gives them, especially 
in perishable products. Fruits and vegetables are trans- 
ported thousands of miles from producers to consumers 
There is no part of the country which does not receive at 
all seasons of the year the perishable products of the 
most remote districts. This work of distribution calls 
for the services of highly specialized agents. If the 
middleman doesn’t continue to perform this function 
then some other agency must be found to do so. With 
companies devoting themselves solely to the task of 
getting products from the farm to thousands of cities 
and millions of consumers as quickly as possible, the loss 
in such perishable commodities as strawberries, peaches 
and grapes sometimes amounts to thirty or forty per 
cent. before they reach the retailer. Give the middle- 
man fair play.
